235, 
Tefus, & kil him.  Battheyſaid, not on the fe- 
ſtiual day ,- leaſt perhaps there might be a tumuk 
among the people. And when Iefus was in 
Bethania in the hows of Simon the leper, there 
came to him a woman having. an alabalter box 
of pretious ointment, and powred 1r out vpan 
kis head as he fat at the table. ' And the diſci- 
ples ſeeing it, had indignation ſaying , whereto is 
this walte ? for this might haue bin ſold for 
much , and giuen tothe poor. And Tefus know- 
ing it, aid ro them : why do-yow moleſt! this 
woman :/ fot' ſhe hath wrought 4 good *woork 
ypon me. For the poor you haue alwayes with 
you : but me you have not alwayes . For ſhe in 
powring this ointment vpon, my body: hath 


wheceſoeuer this Ghoſpel ſhal, be preached, in 
the whole world, that alio which ſhe hath donne, 
ſhal be reported for a memorig, of her . Then 
went one of the twelue , which was called ſn- 
das Iſcarioth, ro the cheef Prieſtes, and faid 
to them , what will yen give me, 2ndIT wil 
deliver him vnto you? Bur they apointed vnto 
him thittie peeces of filuer, And from thence 
ſoorth he ſought opor:unitie to betray him, And 
the firſt day of the azymes the diſciples came 
toleſus, ſaying, where wilt thow that we pre. 
pare for thee to cat the Paſche ? Burt lefus ſaid, 
g0 into the cittie to a ceitain man : and fay to 


thee do I m#ke the Paſche with my diſciples, 
Andchediſciples did as Icſus apointed chem, and 
they prepared the Paſche. But when it was enen 
be lat down with his twelue diſciples. And whyle 
they were cating , he ſaid: Amen I ay vnto you, 


donue 1c to burie me . Amen 1 ſay to youz| 


bim, the marſter ſaith , my time is at hand , with| 
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vobis: quia vnus veſtrfi me traditurus eft, Ft 
c6triltati valde coeperſit finguli dicere : Nun.

intingit mecfi mani wn parophide, hic me tra- 
der.

The ſonne 
of man indeed goeth: as. it is written of him : bur 
wo be to that man, by- whomie the fonne of' 
man ſhal be betrayed . It were good for him,ſ 
if that man had not bin born. And Iludas that 
betrayed him., anſwering fatd, is it I Rabby 2 he 
futh to him. , thow hacſt ſaid; And whyles they 
were at fupper, leſus took bread , and bleſſed, 
and brake : and he gaue to his diſciples, and laid, 
ake yee ,andear : this is wy body. Andtaking 
the chalice, he gaue thavks : and gaue to them, 
fying : drink yee all of this, For this is my blood 
of the new. Teſtament , which ſhal be ſhed for 
many vnto xemifsion of finnes. And1 ſay vnto 
ou, I wil not drink from hencefoorth of this 
fic of the vine, vntil that day when '1 ſhal drink 
ic with you new' inthe kingdomeof my father. 
And nn dined being id ; they went foorth ynro 
Mount oliuet.. Then leſus faich ro them, all 


tis written, I wil {ttike the paſtor and thee ſheep 
of the flock ſhal be diſperſed , bur after I ſhal 
be 1iſen again, 1 wil go before you into Gali 
lee. And Peeter anſwering , laid to him, al- 
though all ſhal be ſcandalized in thee, I wil ne-f 
ver be ſcandalized. Ieſus faid ro him, Amen 1 
lay to thee, that in this night before the cock 
crow , thow ſhalt deny me thriſe. Peeter faith to 
him, yeathough I ſhould dy with thee, I wil 
uot deny thee. Fikewiſe allo ſaydallthe diſciples. 
Then Iefus commech with them into a any, *

death: ſtay heer and watch with me. And being 
gon forward a litle , he fel ypon his face, praying, 
and ſaying, my father if it be _— , lerthuis cha- 
lice pafle from me , neuettheles not as I wil, but 
asthow. And he commeth to his diſciples, and 
fradeth them fleeptg, and he faith ro Peeter, 
exen (o 2 could you not watch one bour with 
me? Warch ye, and pray that ye enter not into 
teptation, The ſpurt indeed is promp, bur the 
fiſh week . Again the ſecond time he went, 
and prayed , ſaying , my father, if this chalice 
way not paſſe , bur I muſt drink it, thy wil be 
donna ._ And he commeth again , and findeth 
them ſleeping: for cheir eyes were become heauy, 
And leaving them, he went again : and he 
prayed the third rime, ſaying theſelt lame woord, 
Thea he commerk to his diſciples , and faith ro 
them , fleep ye now and take reſt : behold the 
hour approcheth , and the ſonne of man ſhal be 
betrayed into the hauds of ſinners. Riſe , ler vs 
20: .bchold he approcheth thar ſhal berray me. 
as he yet ſpake , behold ludas one of thee] 
twelue came , and with him a great multitude 
with (woords and clubbes , ſent trom the cheef| 
Prieits & the ancients of the people. And he that 
betrayed him, gaue them a ſign , ſaying, whom- 
loeuer [ ſhal kis, thatis nee, hold him. And forth- 
with comming to Iclus, he aid , hail Rabbi. 
And he kiſſed him. And lefus ſaid co him, freind, 
whereto art thow come ? Then they drew noun, 
and laid hands ou Ieſus, and held him, And

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The Paſsion according to S, Mathew. 238: 
behold one of them that were with Icſus, ſtrer- 
ching foorth his hand, drew out his ſwoord and 
ſtnking che ſeruant of the high Prieſt, cur of 
his car. Then Icſus faith to him , return thy 
ſwoord into his place,ſor all that take the wood, 
hal periſh with the ſwoord. Thinkeſt thow thar 
I cannot aſk my father : and he wil give me 
preſently more then twelue legions of angels? 


How then ſhal the (ſcriptures be fulfilled , that 
fo ir muſt be donne ? In that hour Ieſus ſaid ro 
'the multitudes : you are come out as it were to; 
atheef with ſwoords and clubbes to apprehend 
'mee : I fart dayly with you reaching inthe tem- 
'ple: and you laid no handes on mee. And all | 
thiswas donne, that the ſcriptures of the pro- 
'phers might be fulfilled. Then the Diſciples all 
leaving him, fled, Bur they taking hold of lefus 
[led him ro Caiphas the high Prieſt , where the 
{cribes & auncients were aſſembled - And Peeter 
followed him a far of, even to the covre of the 
high Prieſt. And going in hee fat with the teryats: 
that be might ſee the end. And the cheef Prieſts & 
the whole councel (ought fals witnes aganit 
leſus chat they nught pur him to death : & they 
founl not, wheras many fals witneſſes had come] 
in. And laſt of all there came two fals witneſles: 
& they ſayd. This maa faid, Iam able to deſtroy! 
the remple of God , & atterthiee dayesto reedific 
it. Aud the high Priclt riſing vp, faid rohim ; an- 
{wereſt rhou nothing to che things which theſe 
do teitifie againſt chee ? Bur lefus held his peace. 
And the high Prieſt (aidio him : I adiure thee by 
the living God,thar cthovy tel vs if thow be Chriſt 
the ſonne of God. Iefus (aid ro him , thow haeſt| 
laid, neuertheles I fay to you hzerafrer you ſhal ſee 
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Palo ſecungum Mattheaum. ;

ver peeces, ſaid , itis not lawful to caſt them inte 


the corbana : becauſe itis the price of blood. An 
after rhey had conſulted rogether , they bought 
(with them thepotters field, to be a burying place 
for {tr2ngers. For this cauſe rhar ficld was called 
'Hace!dama,:hatis,the ficld of blood , euen to this 
preſent day . Then was fulfilled that which was 
ſpoken by Ieremy the propher, ſaying, and they 
took the thirty pecces of filuer, ; 8 price of the 
priced , whome they did price of the children cf 
Iſtael: and they gauethem into the potters field:as 
our Lord did apott to me. Aud Irfus ſtood be-| 
fore the preſident, and the | rea alked him,ſay- 
10g, art thow the king of the Iewes?Ielus faith to 
him, thow (ayeſt. And when he was accufed of 
"the cheef Prictts and ancients, he anſwered no- 
thing. Then Prilateſaith tohim, doeſt chow nor 
hear how great teltimogies they alleage againſk 
thee? And heavſwered him notauy word : fo thar 
the piefident did matuel exceedingly. And vpon 
the ſolemn day the prefident had accuſtomed ro 


releale vnto the people one prifouer whom they 
would. And hc had then a notorious prifouer, td 
was called Barabbas. They therfore being gathered 
togechcr, Pilate ſayd : whem wil you that I releaſe 
toyou, Barabbas, ot Icſus tharis called Chuit? For 
he knew that for enuic they had delivered him.

I was daily with you in the 
templereaching,and you d1d notlay hands on me, 
But, that the ſcriptures may be fulfilled, Then his 
diſceples lcaving him, all fled. And a certain yong 
man folowed him clothed with findon ypon the 
bare : and theytook him . But he caſting of the 
findon fled from them naked. And they brought 
Icſus to the cheef Prieſt : and all the Prieſts and 
the ſcribes and the ancients aſſembled toge- 
ther. And Peter followed him a far of even 
in vnto the court of the high Prieſt : and he {ar 
with theſeruits at the fyer and warmed himſelf. 
And the checf Prieſts and all the councel fought 
teſtimonie againſt Tcſus , that they might put him, 
to death, neither found they, For many ſpake fals 
witnes againſt him : and the teſtimonies were 
not conuenient. And certain riſing vp , bare 
faile witnes againſt him , ſaying , that we heard 
him ſay, I wil difſolue this remple made with 
hand , and inthree daics wil I build another not 
made with hand.

Bur he held his peace and anſwered 
nothing. Again the high Prieſt alked him, and 
aid to him, art thow Chuiſt the ſonne of the 
bleſſed God ; And lelus faich ctobim , Iam.

And Peeter faid , man 1 know not 
whatthow faicſt, And incontineut as he was yet 
ſpeaking the cock cxew, And our Lord turning 
looked on Pecter, And Peetcr remembred the 
word of our Lord, as he ſaid, that before the cock 
crow,thow ſhalt thriſedeny me. And Pecter gn- 
ing foorth a doors , wept bitterly. And the men 
that held him,mocked him,beaung him. And they 
did blyndfold him,and (more his face. An4 they 
alked him ſaying, prophecie , who is it that ſmore 
thee? And blaſpheming many other things they 
laid againſt him. Aud when it was day, there 
aſſembled rhe anciets of the people & cheet Prieſts 
and ſcribes,and they brought him into their coun

Burt they were more earneſt, 
faying,he ſtir;eth the people teaching throughout 
al lew:ie, beginning from Galiley enen hither. 
Bur Pilate hearing Galiley , alked ifthe man were 
of Galiley, Ard when he vnderſtood that he was 
of Herods iurifd: 19, he ſent ian back to Herod 
who was alſo himſelf at Hieruſalem in thoſe 
dyes. And Herod ſeeing Iefus , was verie glal, 
for hz was deſi-ous of a long time to ſce him , for! 
becauſe he heard many things of him; and he; 
hoped to ſee ſome ſign wrought by him. And, 
healſked him in many woords Bat he anſwered 
him noching. And there ſtcod the cheef Prieſis' 
and the (cribes conſtantly accufing kim . Ant 
Herod with his armiefethim at naught: and he' 
mocked him putring on him a white garment, 
and ſent him back to Þ;late.. And Herod and! 
Pilate were madefreinds that day, for before they 
were enimies one to an other. And Plate calling| 
together the chef Piiclts and magiſtrares. and 
the people, ſaid to them, you haue preſ-nted 
vnto me this wan , asauecrting the people , and 
behold I examining him before you , have found} 
no cauſe in this man of tho(e things where'n 
you accuſe him. No, nor Herod neither, for 1 
lent you to him,and behold , nothing worthy of 
death ts donneto him.

And Pilate again 
ſpake to them, deſirous to teleaſe Iefus. Butt 
cryed again,ſaying, crucifie, crucifie him. And he | 
the third ryme ſaid tothem, why , what enil hath 
ths man donne? 1 fynd no cauſe ef death in 
him, I wil corre& him therefore and let him goe. 
But they were inſtant with lowd yoices requi- 
riog that he might be crucified. And their voi- 
ces preuailed, And Pilate adiudged their petition 
to be donne. Aud he releaſed vnto them him 
that for murther and (edition had bin caſt into 
priſon , whome yy : butlecſus he 
dehuered to their pleaſure, And when they led 
him, .they took one Simon of CirEne comming 
from the counrrie: and they laid the crofſe vpon 
him to cane after Icſus, And there followed hi 

a great multicude of people, and of women 
which bewailed and lamented him , Bur Ieſus 
turning to them , ſaid, daughters of Hicruſa- 
lem, weep nor ypon mee, bur weep vpon your 
clues, and ypon your children, Forbebold the 
daics ſhal come, wherew they wil ſay , bleſſed are 
the barren, and the wombs that baue not born, 
and the pappes that haue not giuen ſuck. Then 
ſhal they begin ro ſay rothe mountains, fall v- 
pon vs, and to the hilles couer vs, For if in the 
green wood they do theſe things , in the dry 
whac hal be donue? And there weie led alſo 0- 
thet two malefaRtors with bim, to becxecured.

And there 
was Allo. a ſupcrfcriptiow written ever him in 
vreck,and latin,aud hebrew letters ; This is the 
king of the Iewes, And one of thoſe the-ues 
that were hanged , blaphemed him, ſaying , if 
chow be Chrilte, ſave thy (elf, and vs. But the 
other anſwering , rebuked him, ſaying , neithe 

doeſt thow fear God , wheras thow att in the 
fame damnation? And we indeed iuſtly, for we 
jreceiue worthic of onr doings : but this man 
hah donne no evil. And he ſaid to leſus, Lord, 
remember me, when chow ſhalrcome into thy 
kingdome. And Ielus ſaid ro him , amen I fay to 
thee: this day chow ſhalt be with me in paradiſe, 
And it wasalmoſt the fixt hour : and thete was 
made darknes ypon the whole earth yntil che 
'pynth hour. And che ſonne was carkened: and 
the veile of the tewple was rent in the middes.
